DR. A. A. MICHELSON 
DIES IN PASADENA 


Noted Physicist Learned of Suc- 
cess of Light Experiment 
Before His Death.

PASADENA, Cal, May 9.—Dr. 
Albert A. Michelson, 78 years old, 
one of the greatest scientists of 
modern times, died here at 12:55 
p. m. today. 

Death came quietly to the man 
whose work made. it possible to 
determine the distance of the stars 
from the earth. 

Paralysis was the cause. The 
scientist took to his bed here just 
after the last instruments were in 
place, and the first measurements 
started in his mile-long, vacuum 
tube, at Irvine Ranch, to measure 
the precise speed of light. 

Mrs. Michelson and her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Sheldon Dick, who ar- 
rived early this week from Prov- 
incetown, Mass., were at his bedside. 
His daughters are on the way here, 


Mrs. Phillip Maher from Chicago 
and Mrs. F. F. Foster from Dahl- 
gren, Va. 


The dean of American physicists, 
knowing the end was only a matter 
of days, had been informed his last 
experiment on a new precise meas- 
urement of the speed of light was 
successful. He called Prof. Fran- 
cis G. Pease of Mount Wilson lab- 
oratory, who was conducting the 
experiment, to his bedside, and 
started dictation. 

Thus Michelson wrote the intro- 
duction to the paper that will tell 
of this experiment that astrono- 
mers and physicists say will g0 
down the ages like the work of 
Galileo and Newton. This will be 
published, it was announced, by 
Dr. Walter S. Adams, director of 
the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington Observatory which super- 
vised the work, when final meas- 
urements and recheckings are com- 
pleted by Pease and Fred Pearson, 
assistant for 20 years to Michelson. 


GERMAN BUILDING SHOW OPENS 


Huge Exposition Covers 32 Acres; 
United States Represented. 


BERLIN, May 9.—Germany’s 
building exposition, one of the 
largest ever held, opened today 


with speeches by Mayor Sahm and 
Adam Stegerwald, the Minister of 
Labor. 

It covers 32 acres with eight 
gréat halls encompassing the en- 
tire scope of modern building. The 
United States is represented by 
elaborate charts and pictures show- 
ing the development of city plan- 
ning in such cities as Washington, 
New York, Philadelphia and Los 
Angeles. One hall is devoted to 
cubistic architecture and on a big 
outdoor tract inclosed by a strik- 
ing glass and steel pergola are 
models of farm buildings, garages 
and highways. More than 100 con- 
ventions will be held during the ex- 
position which closes on Aug. 8.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Fifty rail- 
road presidents, admitting “the 
emergency which exists as to the 
credit and income of the ,rail- 


roads,” yesterday recommended a 
study of.freight rates, with a view 


to readjusting and revising them 
to provide additiona] revente. 
In the name of their organiza- 


tion, the Association of Railway 
Executives, they adopted a resolu- 
tion instructing the six rate groups 
in this country to ascertain how 
recoverys of. revenues may be 
brought about. 
While in some cases there might 
be downward revisions to afford 
more equitable competition in the 
transportation of certain commodi- 
ties, it was understood that a gen- 
eral shift upward would be sought. 
To Maintain' Wage Scale. 
It was agreed there would be 
no wage reductions. The execu- 
tives said their wish was for re- 
lief from losses in revenue since 
1922 due to what they termed a 
“whittling” at the rate structursa 
Of their. four large items of ex- 
pense, they said, their taxes are in- 
creasing, interest charges fixed and 
maintenance reduced to the limi. 
One spokesman said “it was the 
opinion of all that wage-cutting 
would simply continue the vicious 
circle.” 
The carriers hope for a rate re- 
vision that would add $400,000,000 
annually to their revenues. Of this 
amount, about $160,000,000 would 
be invested in labor, officials said, 
reinstating many men on payrolls. 
Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, was appointed 
chairman of a committee to formu- 
late the resolution. 


Credit Emergency. 

The resolution said that an emer. 
gency existed as to the credit and 
income of the railroads. The view 
of the meeting was that wages 
should not be cut to remedy this 
condition as such action would re- 
sult eventually in lowered freight 
tonnage by impairing the income 
of millions of workers dependent 
largely on the railroads for their 
livelihood. 

Differentials would remain fixed 
and channels of trade undisturbed 
by the proposed revision of rate 
structures. 

The rate groups — Southeast, 
Main Trunk, Central, Western, 
Southwest and New England—are 


expected to require a month for 
the study. 
Railroads estimate they have 


lost $2,800,000,000 in revenue since 
1922 and that $365,000,000 were 
lopped off revenues last year in 
comparison with rates existing in 
1922 

The executives said that the rate 
reductions have been so gradyal as 
to escape the attention of the pub- 
lic. 

Reduced rates on cotton, oil and 
automobiles from force of competi- 
tion, they said, have brought back 
some business but have not helped 
in recovery of losses suffered since 
the rates were last horizontally 
raised in 1920. 

The executives said that business \ 
would improve generally with an

affirmed the organization’s position 
that war debts should be open to 
re-examination if found justified on 
the basis of changed economic 
trends, and called for further re- 
duction of armaments to relieve a 
‘heavy tax burden,” removal of 
tariff discriminations and _  in- 
equalities, continuance of private 
initiative and private operation of 
business, and economy in national 
budgets. 

Another resolution approved 
urged an international conference 


looking toward stabilization of 
silver values. . 
AS for unemployment, the 


Chamber called on the Bank of In- 
ternational Settlements and similar 
institutions to lend their aid to in- 
crease the “mobility of accumulat- 
ed capital.” 

Advance Planning Urged. 
Advance planning was urged, as 
well as relief plans “consistent with 
sound economic principles so as to 
avoid excessive drain on national 
income and to refrain from re- 
stricting the mobility of labor and 
industry.” 

On agriculture, the Chamber 
recommended further international 
conferences with special attention 
to extent, direction and distribution 
of production, financing of crops, 


appropriation of credits and 
amendment of “rigorous agricul- 
tural protective measures, reduc- 


tion of difficulties in importing ag- 
ricultural products and suppression 
of export premiums.” 
Willis H. Booth, New York 
banker, seconding the major reso- 
lution entitled “Restoration of In- 
ternational Trade,” said the Ameri- 
ean delegation had never opposed 
the suggestion that any nation 
should “feel free to ask a ré-exam- 
ination” of the war debts “on the 
basis of the underlying principles 
upon which they have been asect- 
tled.” 
Asking for redoubling of efforts 
by world Powers to reduce arma- 
ments, the Chamber follewed the 
course recommended by President 
Hoover in opening the convention. 
Address From Berlin. 
Before adjournment, the Cham- 
ber heard a radio address from 
Berlin by Franz von Mendelssohn, 
new president of the organization. 
He stressed the economic interde- 
pendence of the worjd in the pres- 
ent “crisis.” 
Georges Theunis, Belgium, retir- 
ing president, in @ farewell ad- 
dress, said it was the duty of all 
delegates to “spread, in our indi- 
viduat spheres of activity, both the 
sound principles of world economic 
organization and the spirit of mu- 
tual understanding which is its 
very foundation.” 
A resolution recommending a 
study on the extension of customs 
facilities was adopted without dis- 
cussion.

This would mean about 225,- 
000 tons in the aggregate for the 
seven signatories. . 

A permanent international sugar 
council is created which has an 
option, whenever the price reaches 
2% cents, to increase the export 
quota by an additional 2% per 
cent. If the price of sugar reaches 
2% cents after the Control Com- 
mittee has availed itself of that in- 
crease option, the export quota 
shall be increased another 2% per

The Chamber of Commerce has 
appointed a committee, at the re- 
quest of Assessor Gehner, to make 
a similar inquiry. Civic workers 
feel that a more thorough and 
equitable assessment would result 
in a greater tax income without 
raising the tax rate, and thereby 
help meet the growing demands on 
the city budget. The Board of Al- 
dermen and General Council on 
Civic Needs also have committees 
studying the system of special ben- 
efit taxes for street widenings and 
other public improvements, about 
which there has been considerable 
complaint from property owners. 


Against Clark Av. Plan. 

A bill to repeal the ordinance for 
condemnation of additional right- 
of-way to make Clark avenue an 
$0-foot street between Eighteenth 
street and Compton avenue was in- 
troduced in the board yesterday by 
Alderman Wimer.

fort, but rather that it should be 
redoubled. The attainment of this 
objective would relieve the people 
of all nations of heavy burden of 
taxation.”’ 
Regarding trade barriers, the res- 
olution said: “National and inter- 
national trade should be encour- 
ed by the removal of every obsta- 
cle possible. Tariffs should not dis- 
criminate unfairly between nations. 

Tariff Adjustments. 

“Embargoes should be exercised 
only against dumpings or other un- 
fair practices. The machinery pro- 
vided by some countries for the ad- 
justment of tariff inequalities 
should be utilized without delay, 
and all nations should unite in an 
effort to remove all unjustifiable 
restrictions.,”’ 
The “machinery” mentioned here 
was supposed by delegates to refer 
to the flexible clause in the new 
American tariff law, which permits 
foreigners to petition the Amer#- 
can Tariff Commission for removal] 
of any ynjust duties.

GOV. CAULFIELD SIGNS 
BROGAN JURY MEASURE 


to Obtain Names Whenever 
Board Directs. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post- 

| JEFFERSON CITY, May 9.—A 
bill by Senator Brogan of St. Louis, 
revising some of the provisions of 
the law on selection of juries, 
which is applicable to St. Louis 
‘Was signed by Gov. Caulfield yes- 
terday. 

The new act provides that the 
jury commissioner, acting unde? 
the supervision of the board of jury 
supervigors, comprising the Circuit 
Judges and Circuit Clerk, shall 
make a general canvass to obtain 
the names of persons for jury 
service whenever directed by the 
board, instead of every twe years 
as at present. : 

Additional powers are given the 
beard, and the commissioner, such 
as the authority to require persons 
to appear at the office of the board 
and answer all questions touching 
on his qualifications as juror. 

The board, or commissioner, are 
authorized to require any corpora- 
tion or business concern to furnish 
a list of all male employes who are 
eligible for jury service, together 
with their names and addresses 
and any information touching their 
eligibility that may be required by 
the commissioner. The board, or 
jury commissioner, or his deputies, 
are authorized to enter any busi- 
ness house to question all persons 
as to their qualification for jury 
service, and to require the employ- 
er or person in authority to assist 
them. 

Dentists and licensed embalmers 
are added to the list of occupations 
exe mpted from jury service. 

The present law provides no per- 
son shall be required to serve as 
a grand, petit or special juror more 
than once in any year. This is 
changed to not more than once fn 
any period of 12 months from the 
time of his previous service. 

The act increases the salary of 
the jury commissioner from $3600 
to $4200 a year, and makes a num- 
ber of minor changes in adminis- 
trative sections. Each Circuit 
Judge now receives $2500 a year 
as a member of the board, payable 
from the city treasury.

GOVERNOR VETOES BAIL BOND 
BILL AFFECTING ST. LOUIS 


Changes Proposed Undesirable, 
Caulficld Asserts; Two Other 
Measures Also Disapproved.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 9.— 


Gov. Caulfield today vetoed a bill 
which would have removed some 
of the restrictions on sureties for 
bonds for persons arrested by the 
st. Louis police, and would have 
eliminated a provision of the pres- 
ent law authorizing officers in 
charge of police stations to refuse 
to permit persons with the reputa- 
tion of “grafters or shysters,” or 
attorneys known to solicit business, 
to see arrested persons before they 
have appeared before some justice 
of the peace or other magistrate. 

The Governor said that while 
the present law allowed police offi- 
cers considerable latitude in de- 
termining whom to accept as sure- 
lies OM recognizances, the present 
luw was preferable to the proposed 
act, 

The present law authorizes offi- 
cers in charge of police stations to 
take a recognizance from persons 
arrested, if the offense is bailable, 
for his appearance before a magis- 
trate, 
hey, police officer, constable or 
deputy, and no official or employe 
of the city or State, nor their 
clerks, shall be accepted as such 
surety. The vetoed bill, which was 
introduced by Senator Brogan of 
St. Louis, would have removed this 
restriction insofar as it applied to 
attorneys and officials of the city 
or State. In his veto message Gov. 
Caulfield said an attorney, being an 
officer of the court, should not be 
in the position of a surety for a 
person brought before the court 
charged with crime, even though 
the person might be his client. 

Another measure disapproved 
wes sponsored by Senator J. H. 
Gunn of Otterville, and would 
have permitted Mayors and Assess- 
ors of fourth-class cities to meet 
with the County Board of Equaliza- 
tion.

Would Let Attorneys Chnshapat 
on Refusal of Defendant 


WASHINGTON, May én: Two 
proposed statutes designed to aid 
criminal law administration are 
ready for state legislatures as 
the result of deliberations of the 
American Institute of. Law. 

The institute began the final ses- 
sion of its annual meeting ‘today. 

One ape would allow the 
summoning of a material witness 
from another state if the distance 
were not.more than 1000 miles. The} 
other would allow the Judge, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney and defendant's 
attorney to comment on the fact 
that the defendant did not testify. 
. Disagreement on a proposed 
statute defining the right of an of- 
ficer to kill or wound in making 
an arrest caused it to be sent back 
to a special group for further 
study. 

The institute is engaged in: clari- 
fication and simplification of the 
common law, but criminal law is 
the only branch where it .has 
drawn statutes with the view to 
their adoption by legislatures. 
_ Major-General Smediey Butler's 
attitude as director of public safety 
in Philadelphia was used as an 
argument for the proposed law on 
arrests and the gun fight before 
the capture of Francis Crowley and 
Rudolph Duringer in New York 
yesterday was used against it. 

As drawn, the proposed statute 
would permit an officer to kill or 
wound an offender attempting to 
escape only in cases involving fel- 
onies. Prof. Edwin R. Keedy of 
the University of Pen~~-lvania, who 
with Prof. William E. Miskell of 
the university framed it, said Gen- 
eral Butler encouraged the use of 
revolvers by officers in Philadel- 
phia. 

“In my opinion,’’ he commerxted. 
“His attitude hurt the administra- 
tion of law.”’ 

Newton D. Baker, Secretary of 
War under President Wilson, re- 
plied that he did not feel any ac- 
tion should: be taken that would 
hamper officers in dealing with the 
modern gangster.
